The Treaty ol Wath ugton Agaiu. 

It torna out thut wo were right, ores 
nearly bo an possible, in regard to the 
position occupied by the Government of 
Canada auent the Treaty of Washing' 
ton. That part rf too Treaty relating 
to the Canadian fisheries aud navigation 
requires the aucoiiun of the Dominion 
ParlieanODt to givo it miy force or effect. 
"Without that sanction the fisheries re- 
main the t.olo and exclusive property of 
Canada, just as before ; aud tho canals 
remain just as tbey were boforo. Sir 
. John A M.acdooald disapproved ot tbo 
fishery provii-ion uud signed tbe Treaty 
with a reservation in so Inr as that nan 
was concerned, bo that both Sir John 
and his ciolleai?ues aro perfectly free to 
Oppose it iD their p'aces in Parliament; 
and there is every probability that thoj 
•will oppose iLi Sir Jobu hud not ro. 
turned to Canada when tho Inst mail 
left; but what was understood to bo tho 
trno text of tbe Treaty and the correct 
vorsioo of tho position of affaire, had 
bean published, ocoiiaionirg a feeling of re- 
nssuruuee and joy amongst the Government 
enpportdia and causing disappoiotmcDt and 
dismay in the ranks at the Opposition. Tbe 
conviction that Cnuuda will not ra'iry the 
potion of the Treaty whion concerns ber 
more imraediata interests appears to uaia 
ground in b?.I tho Provinces, and the Pies* 
begins to indulge in speculation as to tbe 
possible conseqnenoes of retusHl. Sbonld 
the war party io tho United Staton bluiter. 
and sbonld British statesmen think, ns it 
hao been intimated soma do think, that the 
friandebip of tbe Ucittd States is worth 
more to Great Britain than twenty colonies, 
it is not impoesiblo ibot straDge complioa- 
tiLins mtiy grow out of Oaoada's refusal. 
Evidently cousin Jonathan bolds some nice 
card?, it be is only n inded to play tbe bold 
gams which tbe language of oor dispatches 
published yesterduy mottling attributed to 
President Grant. To tally Great Britain, 
and Ihroauh her, moke Canada either give 
oowillinf; consent io termB whiob would mil 
bin interests well, or feels independence 
whiob would possibly suitbim better, would 
appear Dot altogether Improbable to te Jon- 
athan's little gume. Firmness would appear 
to be Britaiu's trua policy j o*t now. 

News from Ottawa, 



Disappointed by tbo non-arrival ol 
«Onr Ottawa Letter,' which may not 
unlikely have got into tbut uoluckly 
mail-bag left on tho road botweea Aiou- 
taoillo and Paget Sound by a sauoy 
Btage-driver, wo bavo to fall back opoj 
private letters. It is authoritatively 
Btaied that Mr Sandford Fleming was 
organizing six surveying parties for thi* 
OJast, some ol whora would bodisputcbed 
immediati ly. It is al-o assorted on the 
very best authority ibal Mr Ploming 
will himself repair to tho Pacific coast 
early io the present month, and win 
cross over from tbe shores ot tho Puci 
fio to Fort Garry (or the purpose of 
collecting 6Uob preliminary inforojaiion 
as will be necessary in order to give out 
tlieeontraot*. We are, moreover, aBjared 
that not only isiutao determination ot'tbe 
Canadian Government to bave thoeai- 
vry completed in time to bo placed before 
Parliament when it meets nest, wtutor, 
but that it :s proposed to accompany 
that report with ibe nctnal cotitraois lor 
the cciibtrusiion of the road. It will 
thus be scon how utterly puorilo and 
contemptible are the croakiogs of a 
seotion of tho O-tario press about the 
hesitating, shhfllrig aud do-uoihiug 
policy cf tbo Dominion Government. 
*Vo are also intormed that tho lion M 
Largevin, Miuiiter of W< rk» tor tbe 
Douimio' , wtii aouompaoy Mr Fleming 
as lar us Vancouver Inland, and wu tire 
left to infer inut ho will have- itiifortuu 
duties to perform connected with tb> 
taking over of the Oolptiy.

It— and wu believo it is the only Colonial 
railway in the enjoyment of an Imperial gunr- 
onlee— surely lor the want of similar aid W6 
Ibould no', allow a line so vastly iJiportani ay 
the intended Pacific, lo lull through, especially 
us the line ia likely to bo self-supporting. Tbe 
establishment ot the line in question would 
not onlo bo a sreat event for Canada and tho 
Grand Trunk Company, but for tho Drilieb 
Empire.
